There are infinit? arguments of this right Chriſtian and Religious Miction in Your Ma- 
Jeſty ;, but none is more forcible to declare it to others, than the vehement an perpetuated 
defire of the accompliſhing and publiſhing of this work, <vbich now with all humility cb 
preſent unto Your Majeſty. For when Your Highneſs bad once out of deep judgment Appre- 
bended, how convenient it was, that out of the Original Sacred Tongues, together with 
comparing of the labours, both in our own and other Foreign Languages, of many <vorthy 
wen who wwent befare us, there uud be one more exact Tranſfiation of the holy Scriptures

eto the Engliſh Tongue; fr Maje/fty did never deſiſt to urge and to excite thoſe to Thom 
it zvas commended, that the wwork might be baſtened, ani that the bufineſs might be expe» 
dited in jo decont u manner, as a maitcr of fuch importance might juſtly require. 

And now at laſt, by the mercy of God, and the continuance of our labours, it being brought

So that if, on the one fide, 2ve ball be tra- 
duced by popiſh perſons at bome or abroad, ⁊obho therefore «vill malign us, becauſe 2ve are 
Poor inſtruments to make God's bely Truth to be yet more and more known unto the people, 
zobom they defire ftill to keep in ignorance and darkneſs ; or if, on the other fide, wve ſtall 
de maliened by felf-concejted Brethren, <vbo run their own ways, and give liking unta no- 
fling, but ⁊obait is framed by themſelves, and hammered on their anvil; wwe may reſt ſecure, 
Supported within by the truth and innocency of a 299d conſcience, having walked the aways 
of ſimplicity and integrity, as befor? the Lord; and ſuſtained without, by the potwerſul pro- 
gection of Your Majeſty's grace and favour, which will ever give countenance to honeſt and 
Chriſtian endeavours, againſt bitter cenſures, and uncharitable imputations.

14 And his fellow anſwered, and ſaid,

19 80 Gideon and the hundred men that 
cbere with him came into the outũde of 
the camp in the 1 of the middle 
watch ; and they had but newly ſet the 
watch ; and they blew the trumpets, and 
brake the pitchers that 2ver< in their hands. 
20 And the three companies blew the 
trumpets, and brake the pitchers, and held 
the lamps in their left hands, and the 
trumpets in their right hands to blow 
ewithal : and cried, The ſword of the 
LoRD, and of Gideon.

's houſe, with all the ſervants of his 
lord, and went not down to his houſe,

23 And the meſſenger ſaid unto David

on the ſhooters ſhot from-off the 
wall upon thy ſervants ; and ſome of the 
king's ſervants be dead ; and thy ſervant

25 Then David ſaid unto the meſſenger, 
Thus ſhalt thou ſay unto Joab, Let not this 
thing diſpleaſe thee : for the ſword devour- 
eth one as well as another : make thy bat- 
tle more * againſt the city, and over - 
throw it; and encourage thou him.

Solomon made al- 
ſo an houſe for Pharaoh's daughter, whom 
he had taken to wife, like unto this porch.

26 And it was a hand-breadth thick, 
and the brim thereof was wrought like the 
brim of a cup, with flowers of lilies : it 
contained two thouſand baths. 

27 And he made ten baſes of braſs z 
four cubits 2vas the length of one baſe 
and four cubits the breadth thereof, an 
three cubits the height of it. 

28 And the work of the baſes vas on 
this manner : they had borders, and the 
borders were between the ledges : 

29 And on the borders that ewwere be- 
tween the ledges were lions, oxen, and 
cherubims : and upon the ledges there was 
a baſe above: and beneath the lions and 
— Wer certain additions made of thin 
work. 

30 And every baſe had four braſen 
wheels, and plates of braſs: and the four 
corners thereof had underſetters:; under 
the laver were underſetters molten at the 
fade of every addition. 

31 And the mouth of it within the cha- 
piter and above was a cubit: but the 
mouth thereof was round after the work 
of the baſe, a cubit and an half: and alſo 
upon the mouth of it wwer? gravings with 
their borders, four-{quare, not round. 

32 And under the borders vere 
wheels: and the axle-trees of the wheels 
zwere joined to the baſe ; and the height 
of a wheel was a cubit and half a cubit. 

33 And the work of the wheels was 
like the work of a chariot wheel : their 
axle-trees and their naves and their felloes 
and their ſpokes were all molten. 

34 And th-re were four underſetters to 
the four corners of one baſe: and the un- 
derſetters zwere of the very baſe it ſelf. 

35 And in the top of the baſe vas tbere 


a round compaſs of half a cubit high: and 


on the top of the baſe the ledges thereof 
and the borders thereof were of the ſame, 
36 For on the plates of the ledges there- 
of and on the borders thereof he graved 
cherubims,

3 And the LorD ſaid unto him, I have 
heard thy prayer and thy ſupplication that 
thou made before me: 1 have hallow- 
ed this houſe which thou haſt built, to put 
my name there for ever ; and mine eyes 
and mine heart ſhall be there 1 

4 And if thou wilt walk before me, as Da- 
vid thy father walked, in integrity of heart 
and in uprightneſs, to do according to all 
that I have commanded thee, and wilt keep 
my ſtatutes and my judgements : 

5 Then I will liſh the throne of thy 
— upon Iſrael for ever, as I promiſed 
to David thy father, ſaying, There ſhall not 
fail thee a man upon the throne of Iſrael. 

6 But if ye ſhall at all turn from follow- 
ing me, ye or your children, and will not 
_ ay commandments and my ſtatutes 
which I have ſet before you, but go and 
ſerve other gods, and worſhip them : 

7 Then will I cut off Iirael out of the 
land which 1 have given them; and this 
houſe which I have hallowed for my 
name, will 1 caſt out of my ſight ; and 
Iſrael ſhall be a proverb and a by-word 
among all ple : 

8 And at this houſe, ⁊obich is high, eve

9 And they ſhall anſwer, Becauſe they 
forſook the LorD their God, who brought

10 JJ And it came to paſs at the end of 
twenty — when Solomon had built 
the two houſes, the houſe of the Lok D,

11 (Now Hiram the king of Tyre had fur- 
niſhed Solomon with cedar-trees and fir- 
trees, and with gold, according to all his 
deſire) that then king Solomon 1 Hiram 
twenty cities in the land of Galilee.

* And this is the reaſon of the levy 
which k Solomon raiſed, for to build 
the houſe of the LoRD, and his own _— 
and Millo, and the wall of Jeruſalem, 
Hazor, and Megiddo, and Gezer. 

16 For Pharaoh king of Egypt had gone 
up, and taken Gezer, and burned it with 
fire, and flain the Canaanites that dwelt 
in the city, and given it or : preſent unto 

s daughter, Solomon's wite. 

* 17 2 Solomon built Gezer, and Beth - 
ron the nether 

* And Baalarh, _s Tadmor in the 
derneſs, in the land, 

bor And all the cities of ſtore that Solo- 

mon had, and cities for his chariots, and 

cities for his horſemen, and that which 

Solomon defired to build in Jeruſalem, 

and in Lebanon, and in all the land of his 

dominion. 

20 And all the people that wer? left of 
the Amorites, Hitti erizzites, Hi- 
vi and Jebuzites, which ewere not of 
the children of Iſrael, 

21 Their children that were left aſter 
them in the land, whom the children of 
Hrael alſo were not able utterly to deſtroy 
upon thoſe did Solomon levy a tribute o 
bond-ſervice unto this day. 

22. But of the children of Iſrael did Solo- 
mon make no bond-men: but they obere 
men of war, and his ſervants, and his 

rinces, and his captains, and rulers of 
Bis chariots, and his horſemen. 

23 Theſe Tvere the chief of the officers 
that were over Solomon's work, five hun- 
dred and fifty, which bare rule over the 
peopie that wrought in the work. 

24 But Pharaoh's daughter came up out 
of the city of David, unto her houſe which 
Solomon had built for her: then did he 
build Millo. : : 

25 4 And three times in a year did So- 
lomon offer burnt-offerings and peace- 
offerings upon the altar which he built 
unto the LORD: and he burned incenſe up- 
on the altar that evas before the LORD. ſo 
ke finiſhed the houſe, 

26 And king Solomon made a navy of 
ſhips in Ezion-geber, which is beſide Eloth 
on the ſhore of the Red ſea, in the land 
of Edom. | 

27 And Hiram ſent in the navy his ſer- 
vants, ſhipmen that had knowledge of the 
ſea, with the ſervants of Solomon. 

28 And they came to Ophir, and fetch- 

ed from thence gold, four hundred and 
twenty talents, and brought it to king 
Solomon. 


CHAP. X. 
t The queen of Sheba admireth the eviſlom 
of Solomon. 14 His riches, 
Nd when the queen of Sheba heard of 
the fame of Solomon, concerning the 
name of the LorD, ſhe came to prove him 
with hard queſtious,

very great train, with camels that bare

tions: there was not ay thing hid from 
the king, which he told her not. 

4 And when the queen of Sheba had 
ſeen all Solomon's wiſdom, and the houſe 
that he had built, 

And the meat of his table, and the ſit- 
ting of his ſervants, and the attendance 
of his miniſters and their apparel, and his 
cup-bearers, and his aſcent 7 which he 
went up unto the houſe of the Loxp; 
there was no more ſpirit in her, 

6 And ſhe fail to the king, It was a 
true report that I heard in mine own land 
of thy acts and of thy wiſdom, 

7 Howbeit, I believed not the words, 
until 1 came, and mine eyes had ſeen 77: 
and behold, the half was not told me: thy 
wiſdom and proſperity exceedeth the fame 
—_ I heard. 8 5 den 

appy are thy men, y aret 
thy ſervants, which ſtand continually be- 
fore thee, and that hear thy wiſdom. 
Bleſſed be the LorD thy God, which 
de - inthee, to ſet thee on the throne 
of Iitael: becauſe the Lorp loved Iſrael 
for ever, therefore made he thee king, to 
do judgement and juſtice. 

10 And ſhe gave the king an hundred 
and twenty talents of gold, and of ſpices 
very great tore, and precious ſtones. there 
came no more ſuch abundance of ſpices 
as theie which the queen of Sheba gave 
to king Solomon, 

11 And the navy alſo of Hiram that 
brought gold from Ophir, brought in from 
Ophir great plenty of almug-trees, and 
precious ſtones, 

12 And the king made of the almug- 
trees pillars for the houſe of the LorD 
and for the king's houſe, harps alſo ard 
pialteries for fingers. there came no ſuck 
almug-trees, nor were ſeen unto this day, 

13 And king Solomon gave unto the 

ueen of Sheba all her defire whatſoever 

e asked, beſides that which Solomon 
gave her of his royal bounty. ſo the turn- 
ed and went to her own country, ihe and 
her ſervants. 

14 4 Now the weight of gold that came 
to Solomon in one year was fix hundred 
threeſcore and ſix talents of gold, 

15 Beſides that be bad of the merchant- 
men, and of the trafick of the ſpice-mer- 
chants, and of all the kings of Arabia, and 
of the governors of the country, 

16 And king Solomon made twe hun- 
dred targets of beaten gold: fix hundred 
ſpekels of gold went to one target. 

17 And be made three hundred ſhields of 
beaten gold: three pound of gold went to 
one ſhield. and the king put them in the 
houſe of the foreſt of Lebanon. 

18 Moreover, the king made a t 


throne of ivory, and overlaid it with the 
beit gold. |

5 Then ſent Sanballat his ſervant unto 
me in like manner the nfth time, with an 
open letter in his hand ; 

6 Wherein vas written, It is reported 
among the heathen, and Gaſhmu faith it, 
that thou and the Jews think to rebel: 
for which cauſe thou buildeſt the wall, 
that thou mayeſt be their king, according 
to theſe words, 

7 And thou haſt alſo appointed prophets 
to preach of thee at Jerufalem, ſaying 
There is a king in Judah: and now ſhall 
it he reported to the king according to 
theſe words. come now therefore, and let 
us take counſel together. A 

8 Then I ſent unto him, ſaying, There 
are no ſuch things done as thou ſayeſt, but 
thou felgneſt them out of thine own heart, 

9 For they all made us afraid, lee 
Their hands ſhall be weakened from the 
work, that it be not done. now therefore, 
O God, ſtrengthen my hands, 

ro Aﬀerward I came unto the houſe of 
Shemaiah the ſon of Delaiah, the ſon of 
Mehetabeel, who ons ſhut up; and he ſaid, 
Let us meet together in the houte of God, 
within the temple, and let us ſhut the doors 
of the temple: for they will come to ſlay 
thee ; yea, in the night will they come to 
ſlay thee.

14 So the poſts that rode upon mules a, 
camels went out, being haſtened and preſſed 
on by the king's commandment. and the 
decree was given at Shuſhan the palace. 

15 J And Mordecai went out from the 
preſence of the * royal apparel of blue 
and white, and with a great crown of gold, 
and with a garment of fine linen, and pur- 
ple : — the city of Shuſhan rejoyced and 
was glad:

4 For Mordecai vas great in the king's 
houſe, and his fame went out throug out 
all the provinces: for this man Mordecai 
waxed greater and greater.
